HEALTH BOARD. DISCUSSES 
PROBLEM. 


At the meeting of County Wicklow Board 

oi Health a deputation of four members, 
‘epresenting the unemployed of Avoca area, 
Came before the Board, and stated that-owing 
to the slackness of. road ‘work they found it 
‘ery hard to send. children to school and 
have proper clothin *for- them.

Sergeant Heaney, ‘recalled, was examined 
by Mr.. Maguire. He that’ he did not 
dress accused ‘man as a raider at Cabin- 
teely Barracks, and never heard of it having 
been done there. He did not put a mask on 
him, but put a coat on him. Asked to fit 
on a cap, Duffy said that it was too small 
fot him, although it was quite evident that 
it. was not. He did not hear the prisoner 
being asked where the dumps were. About 
five persons were taken “to: Kingstown 
Barrack and one was taken to Cabinteely in 
connection with the raid. 

Guard John Mulcahy, Bray, produced a 
statement which the defendant made and 
signed in his presence on November 13th 
last. This statement went to show that on 
November 11th the defendant ‘spent the whole 
day ‘in company with some boy friends in 
and around Kingstown, and at night-time, 
from 7.45 to 10:15, he was at the house of 
a Mr. and Mrs. Morrissey. The statement 
concluded that in 1922 the defendant had 
been in jail for cutting telephone poles, and 
that he had spent two years in a Borstal 
Institution. 

Mr. John Maguire (for defendant) objected 
to the statement being admitted as evidence. 
He said that it would prejudice the case, 
and no judge would allow such a statement 
about previous convictions to go before a 
jury. 

The Justice admitted 
evidence. 


BROTHER'S EVIDENCE. 

John Duffy; brother of the accused man, 
said “that. he did not see him ‘after 2.20 p.m. 
on the day ofthe raid: On November 13th 
last Sergeant. Heavey showed him six caps. 
He identified ‘two as belonging to the 
accused man, two belonging to his brother 
George, and one as his own. He did not 
identify the sixth cap. 

When asked if he identified the sixth cap 
as that of his brother, the accused man, the 
witness said that he “' thought it was like 
it.”

COUNSEL AND THEIR

A LONG-ESTABLISHED 
PRACTICE. 
* (8EFORE ‘HANNA AND 

Ra MR. YRNE.) 

An application having been made to restore 
to the list a Circuit a that Had been 
struck out owing to the absence of: the 
gg counsel and solicitor, 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that it ‘was neces- 
Sary to remind the Bar of a few long- 
established professional rules recognised by 
the Courts. Counsel at the Bar accepting a 
brief in the usual way undertook a duty in 
the “ay ed discharge of which not only his 
client, but the Court in which the duty is 
to be performed, had an interest. It was 
the duty of counsel to assume—and that rule 
was of long standing—that his case, if in the 
cause list for any day, may be on first, no 
matter what its position, or may be on at 
any moment by reason of the preceding cases 
being ‘settled or falling through. 

If counsel thought that he might not be 
eble -personally to attend to his case, the 
usual practice should be followed of having 
his brief read by some: other counsel who 
would be able to conduct the case in his 
absence. If counsel knew beforehand that he 
might not be able to be present, and if he 
made prompt and personal application. to. the 
Court, the Court always had been indulgent 
in special and unavoidable circumstances to 
place the case later in the. list for his con- 
venience; but this course was open to the 
disadvantage of delaying the hearing of the 
particular case and probably prejudicing some 
of the parties, and could be resorted to only 
in special cases. 

“HH counsel, when the case is called, is 
engaged in anotherc court,’ said Mr. Justice 
Hanna, ‘‘ the well-known rule as to the neces- 
sary Fea of courts must apply. So far 
as the High Court is' concerned, it is 
recognised that the highest obligation upon 
counsel is to attend to a case in the Supreme 
Court in priority to all other courts. <Ac- 
cordingly, if counsel, being sole counsel in 
an appeal, is speaking in the Supreme Court, 
or is so situated that he cannect leave, the 
case is alwavs allowed to stand for his’ at- 
tendance. The same rule applies if he is 
engaged in ariy other High Court, but we 
cannot accept absence in the Circuit Court or 
in the District Court as a valid excuse. -The 
only rule that can guide is that of precedence, 
and counsel must make his arrangements 
accordingly. 

"The hearing of the appeals: under this new 
system.”’ said his lordship, “ has, from its 
institvtion, been: hampered ‘somewhat “by not 
only the absence of counsel, but inattention of 
solicitors. We have had frequently reason to 


complain of the absence on the hearing - of. 


esseniial documents, such as maps, books, 
ovigmal contracts and otber vital papers 
necessary for the consideration of the Court. 
In some cases even counsel have not been 
briefed.’’ 

In .the present application the Court re- 
instated the case, subject. to the costs of the 
day on which the appellant did not appear 
and the costs of this application being -paid 
to the respondent.

PROCEEDS OF A SALE. 


LAND COMMISSION APPEAL. 


‘the hearing concluded of an appeal from 
a decision of the late Circuit Judge Doyle 
in an interpleader issue tried by him as to 
who were entitled to the proceeds of a sale 
of goods seized by Mr. John J. Russell, 
Under Sheriff for County Louth. It appeared 
that on 30th November, 1927, Mr. Russell 
seized pigs, fowl, oats and other property 
under a writ of fi fa issued to him as a 
result of a judgment for £127 Os. 8d.. with 
interest and costs, obtained in the action of 
Michael Kelly v. Bridget Green. On 2nd 
December the seized property was sold by 
him at Lower Town Corcreagh, about ten 
miles from Dundalk, and realised £64 16s. 
On 12th May, 1927, a decree was issued from 
the Circuit Court at the suit of the Land 
Commission against Bridget Green, the same 
defendant as in the other case, for 
£44 13s. 2d. and costs. The decree was 
delivered at Mr: Russell's office at 10.55 a.m. 
on 2nd December at a time when Mr. Russell 
was at Lower Town -Corcreagh for the pur- 
pose of conducting the sale. lhe Land Com. 
mission. subsequently claimed the proceeds of 
the sale. The Circuit Judge decided against 
their claim, holding that Mr. Kelly, the 
plaintiff in the-first-mentioned action, was 
entitled to the proceeds. The Land Commis. 
sion then brought the appeal.

ENTRY OF JUDGMENT 


MORTGAGE, 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

In the matter of the Local Registration 
of Title (Ireland) Act and Murphy v. 
McCormack, the defendant, Patrick J. 
McCormack, Balbriggan, appealed from a 
judgment of Mr. Justice Wylie, reversing, on 
appeal, an order of the Registrar of Titles, 
cancelling an entry of a judgment mortgage 
registered on the folio (No. 858) by the 
appellant against the interest of Philip Gil- 
senan in lands in the:County Dublin com- 
prised in. the folio. _ : 

It appeared that Philip Gilsenan, registered 
as the full owner of the lands, had trans- 
ferred his fee«simple interest in them to 
Joseph Murphy, the present. owner, for £200, 
Joseph Murphy’s title under the transfer 
being registered on the 4th October, 1926. 
Between the date of the execution of the 
transfer by Gilsenan and its lodgment for

to register it as a judgment mortgage on 
the lands in the folio was lodged in the 
Registry on the 29th - September, 1926, and 
was then duly. registered against the lands. 
The transfer to Joseph Murphy was subse- 
quently lodged in the Registry, and Joseph 
Murphy was registered as full owner of the 
lands, subject (inter alia) to the judgment 
and mortgage in favour of Patrick 
McCormack.

SISTERS AT LAW. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

In a vase of .Elizabeth Pordon, 24 Botanic 
avenue, Dublin, against Eileen Fox, 23 Cabra 
road, Dublm, . : : 

Mr. P. F. Branigan (instructed by Messrs. 
Duggan and O'Reilly), on behalf of the plain- 
tiff, moved for judgment in default of 
appearance. He said that the parties were 
sisters and partners in the. business of 
costumiers. The plaintiff claimed that an 
account be taken of the dealings between her 
and the defendant as partners in the busi- 
ness; that the partnership be dissolved. and 
its affairs aa up under the Court's direc- 
tion; also that, pending the completion of 
such accounts, the ‘défendant: be restrained 
from disposing of any of the partnership pro- 
perty or from collecting any debts due 
thereto. 

The application 
plaintiff’s affidavit, to whic 
It ‘set out that on the 
the . plaintiff and the defendant started 
business together’ as  costumiers.’ They 
agreed verbally to. work at the business- 
and share the profits and losses equally. The 
business was carried on under the style of 
“The Misses Power,” first at Lower Abbey 
street, then at South Frederick street, and 
later at No. 37 Dawson street. On September 
18, 1923, an account was opened by the 
plaintiff and the defendant at the Ulster 
Bank, O'Connell street, in the partnership 
name. Arrangements were made that either 
party could draw cheques on the account by 
sigzing their respective names under the 
partnership name. Some time later a deposit 
account was opened by the parties at the 
same bank in connection with the partnership 
moneys, and again it was arranged that either 
party could draw on that account on the 
signature of either of them. In or about 
July Jast the defendant was preparing for 
her marriage, and she drew cheques on the 
current account for her private expenses. In 
the same month she bres £50 from the 
deposit account for her own personal use, and 
to plaintiff's knowledge she appropriated {o 
her personal use cheques the property of the 
partnership. She used those cheques to pay 
rent Jn advance of a tlat in which she resided. 

On July 11, 1928, both the plaintiff and 
the defendant married. On the plaintiff's 
return to the business some days later she 
requested the defendant to prepare accounts 
and to jet her have her share of the partner- 
ship profits to date. The defendant. agreed 
to prepare the accounts, and said that the 
plaintiff could have her share when some 
outstanding accounts had been collected. In 
Sepiember, the aftidavit further set out, 
plaintiff, with the defendant’s consent, went 
to London on business. She had been }:- 
formed by the bank officials, and believe-l 
that during her absence the defendant drew 
from the deposit account the full amount 
thereof, £107 odd, and relodged it on deposit 
in her sole name. Later, the defendant with- 
drew the full amount of the deposit and a 
small balance which was on current account 
from the bank, thus closing both accounis 
with the Ulster Bank, without the plaintiff's 
knowledge or consent. When the plaintiif 
found that the defendant had withdrawn the 
deposit account and put it into her own name 
she withdrew from the bank a sum of £35, 
which was then to the credit of the current 
account of the partnership, and put it on 
deposit in her own name at the bank. 

Qn the plaintiff's return from Londor she 
went to the business premises as usual, and 
found them locked. The defendant entered 
herself, and admitted customers through a 
side-door, which she locked after each 
customer. She refused .plaintiff admittance, 
and changed the lock on the door so that 
she could not gain entrance to the premises 
with her key. 

After some weeks the plaintiff gained 
admission at the same time as a customer, 
asked the defendant the reason of her attitude 
and what she proposed to do. ‘The defendant 
refused to discuss the matter, and when che 
plaintiff attempted to inspect some oí the 
account books of the partnership the de- 
fendant snatched the Look from. her hands 
and tore it in the presence of the. plaintiff and 
a customer. The plaintiff calculated that her 
share of the profits and assets of the partner- 
ship amounted to £258 odd. 

Since the institution of the action, the 
affidavit added, the defendant had removed 
from the business premises at 37 Dawson 
street all the furniture and the _ stock-in- 
trade to her private residence at Cabra road, 
where, the plaintiff had been informed, she 
was now carrying on the same business. 

Mr. Justice Meredith granted the order 
sought.

E price of land in British. Columbia 

_ Varies widely, the three main factors 
being distance from a market, nature of 
communications, and the question whether 
what is offered for sale can really be de- 
scribed as land at all. In this district 
genuinely cleared land, fit for the plough, 
is reckoned to be worth from £40 to £60 
an acre. Such phrases as “rough 

asture”’ and “ light clearing”’ are little 

tter than traps for the unwary. The 
cost of clearing, both in money and Jabour, 
is such that many men doubt whether it 
really pays. I am convinced that it does 
not, and, as Mr. Pepys said, “in the 
which, if-I am wrong, may God forgive 
me, but I think I am right.” 

I own thirty acres, all told, half of 
which are cleared. There is a small six- 
roomed bungalow and a fairly good barn. 
I might mention that the British 
Columbian barn is a most important build- 
ing, comprising hay-mow, cow-shed, and 
stables, and very often many other “‘ out- 
offices ’’ besides. all under one roof. The 
other buildings of my farmstead are a 
granary and wagon shed and some hen- 
houses. All the buildings are of wood. 

There was no live-stock on the place 
when I bought it, except one very old cow 
and a grey rabbit. The price asked was 
£900—:.e., 4,500 dollars—made up as 
follows :—

STOCKING. 


The problem of stocking the farm now 
arcse—whether to buy pedigree stock or 
common “‘grades,’’ and of what breed? I 
had heard much condemnation of “scrub ” 
cattle, and, not realising the difference 
between “scrubs ” and ‘‘grades,”’ I 
decided to make a start by buying a couple 
of pure-bred Jerseys. I chose the Jersey 
breed because of the well-known richness 
of their .milk. In this country “the 
members of a co-operative association are 
paid for their milk on a basis of its butfer- 
fat content, somewhat to the disgust of the 
Holstein-Friesian breeders, whose herds 
average around 3.5 per cent. b.f., as 
against the 5 per cent. of good Jerseys. 
Admittedly, the quantity given by the 
Jerseys. is a good deal less, ‘but the 
quality compensates, aid one has less 
weight to handle. 

Pure-bred dairy cows cost, on an 
average, £25 apiece, “ grades’’ range from 
four or five pounds to very nearly the 
price of pure-breds, and some of the 
“grades ” are every whit as good as the 
bluest-blooded pure-bred where production 
is concerned: My Jerseys cost me roughly 
£27 apiece, and I treated them with pro- 
found respect; hoping that, if I ever 
wanted to sell any heifer calves, their 
progeny would fetch fancy prices. I may 
as well state at once that they do not. 
Mine is a small, unknown sort of place 
without any breeding reputation, good or 
bad, and, if I geta fiver for a heifer calf at 
five weeks old, I am well enough pleased. 
Bull calves are a druc on the market, and, 
as often as not, are knocked on the head 
and buried in the bush. It sounds like 
murder most foul, but most of my neigh- 
bours hold that a bull calf drinks more 
milk than he will ever pay for. 


THE BETTER WAY. 


I am now of the opinion that I would 
have done better to have laid out my 
money on four good ‘‘grades,’’ since milk 
production is my main object, calves being 
only a means to an end. At a sale I 
picked up a “grade” Holstein very 
cheaply. She looked thin and poor, but, 
when she had been coddled a bit and well 
fed, she turned out to be an excellent 
milker. I paid £8 for her, and wish 1 
knew where I could get five more of her 
sort at the same price. 

It is one thing to buy cows, but quite 
another to find ieed fur them, as I soon 
discovered. That vear there was a 
drought, and it nearly ruined us. Tho 
pasture was a joke—a ghastly joke. Even 
drinking water was scarce, and we did not 
dare to waste a pint of it. The refuse 
water from the kitchen was used on the 
garden, and, in the fields, the mangolds 
and carrots wilted in the blazing sun. 
The forest caught fire in a score of places, 
and the smarting smoke-cloud added to our 
discomfort. The cows, scantily fed on 
dry stuff, fell off in their milking, and the 
co-operative association cheques barely 
paid for grain and salt. At the end of a 
season of heart-breaking toil by my wile, 
her sister and myself, we found that we 
had not.even made living expenses. Our 
capital, what was left of it, had 
supported us. 

Titian the winter 1 became acquainted 
with the neighbouring farmers, who are of 
half a dozen different races, the Nordic 
predominating. The Latins—except, of 
course, the French—are rarely met with in 
Canada. Taken as a whóle, our neigh- 
bours are no unworthy folk, and I am now 
on terms of warm friendship with them. 
One of the kindliest is a German. He 
came to Canada long before the war, ut 
he once told me that his brother fougit 
for the Fatherland, going on quickly to 
explain that his brother served mostly on 
the Italian front—not that it matters a 
thraneen either way. For aj] I know, 
Herr Kauffmann's brother may have beer: 
the fellow who banjaxed my elbow for al! 
time with a Mauser bullet at Gaudecourt. 
On the other hand, he may have been thie 
amg whom I met one night at 
fonchy-aux-Bois, and at whom [ promptly 
threw not one, but two, Mills bombs 
“with intent to do grievous bodily harm.”’ 
It was all in the game, and now the board 
is swept. 


POSITION TO-DAY. 


Without recounting the struggles, the 
mistakes and the all too rare and tiny 
triumphs of the past four years, let me 
now describe how we stand at present. 
We have still our thirty acres, more or 
less, according to the laws of Canada. I 
have cleared a trifling patch or two, in 
which I have planted potatoes. On the 
fifteen acres I practise the same rotation 
as my neighbour:—First, plough; sow 
clover and timothy, with oats as a cover- 
crop. Next year, meadow. Third year, 
pasture. Fourth year, plough it up, and 
put in a hold crop, usually field carrots. 
The reason for this rotation is the com- 
parative poverty of the soil. Permanent 
pasture is an impossibility. Left to itself, 
the land runs to moss in a few years. 

We have now five milking cows and a 
heifer calf, having proved by experience 
that we can feed, at most, six cows here. 
The toil of the past four years is beginning 
to show some result, and on fields which 
were infested with moss when we came 
here there is now the promise of clover 
hay. My wile has about 100 hens; mainly 
White Leghorns. _ She gathers about 90 
eggs per day, for which, at the time of 
writing, she gets the following prices :—

When I haul the eggs up to Vancouve 
and sell them to private customers I get 
these prices. When we sel] them to the 
feed-store people we get a good deal less. 

For milk we are paid on an ‘average of 
2s. 6d. per Ib. of butterfat during the 
winter months. In the summer the rate 
is about 2s. 1d. In other words, a ten- 
gallon can of milk (100 lbs.), with a b. f. 
test of 4, is worth about 10s. in winter and 
Rs. 4d. in summer. The days on which I 
send away more than eight gallons are

(25s.) apiece. . The value of pigs fluctuates 
greatly, and the arrival of a few. ear-loads 
trom the prairie knocks the British 
Columbia market endways. sos 
ÁAnother'source of income is the fruit, 
principally cherries. We have quite an 
orchard of these, and in a good season we 
sell nearly a ton, of the fruit. In this 
country a ton is 2,000 Ibs., and the pai 
price of our Royal Annes is 2d. per I). 
In our best season the cherriés netted £16. 
It may be asked: “ What is the cost ol 
producing these things?” Search me! 
Not long have I been a farmer, but already 
I have acquired the real husbandman s 
deep-rooted distrust of paper calculations. 
In a Budget debate they serve, but on the 
farm they have a way of letting you down. 
Tí I had to find the cost of producing the 
prospective crop on pain of being shot at 
dawn to-morrow, the firing party might as 
well clean their rifles to-night and set the 
alarm clock. Across the road there lives 
an older and wiser man than I, and to him 
I appealed for some light on the relation- 
ship of producing and selling costs. Said 
he: “ My stock cost me a hundred dollars 
a month and they pay me oné@ hundred 
I invited his opinion on smal] 
farming in British Columbia. “It's the 
bunk!’ he declared. “I have been in 
every province of Canada, and there’s only 
one place worth settling in. to-day-- 
Western Alberta. There's only one crop 
worth bothering with—wheat!’’ In the 
way he said it. it sounded like the Great 
Lexicographer telling Boswell where he got 
off at. 
TAXATION, 


Our daily routine is as follows :—T rise 
at 6 a.m. and go tothe barn to milk. When 
the milk is cool I put it in a dairy can 
and haul it to the milk-stand on the road- 
side, to be picked up by the association 
truckman. After breakfast we al] go «ff 
to our various jobs. Dinner is usually 
from 1 p.m. to 2 p.m., and then to work 
again, ending with the evening milking 
between 6 p.m. and 7 p.m. Never yet 
have we had to sit and twiddle our thumbs 
for lack of employment. 

It is not to be supposed that we wish to 
make any boast of the fact that most of 
eur waking hours are spent in work. We 
are, in most respects, normal human 
beings, bearing only the very slightest 
resemblance to that. insufferable person, 
the Dauntless Piéneer. One often hears of 
him, and sometimes I meet him in the 
flesh. He is a lad who simply revels in 
doing things in the most laborious way 
possible. If he had to go from Rath. 
farnham to Coliege Green, he would walk 
it, and not unlikely swim the canal en 
route. You and I (who took a tram) 
would then be inyited to applaud his 
Spartan hardihood. On this little farm 
we work hard because we have to; if any- 
body offers to do our work for us, he will 
meet with a _ heartfelt “Cead mile 
failte'’’ and even a ‘‘ Bail o Dhia air an 
obair " into the bargain. 

There is, however, one 
grievous one at home, which bothers 
very little out here—taxation. I pay no 
rent for the land, being a full-blown 
veoman, and, all in all, I pay £7 a year in 
taxes, and the licence for mv old Ford 
truck comes to about £3. Income tax 
never bothers us. If I met the income fax 
wallah this minute, I would not-be a hit 
afraid of him. ‘‘Cantabtt vacuus coram 
latrone viator.”” 

If at the end of a year we find ourselves 
no richer and no poorer. we know that we 
have not done too badly. Most of our 
neighbours are in like case, and they eke 
out the returns from their little farms 
by working at some other trade whenever 
they get achance. I follow their example, 
and that is why I sometimes leave my 
plough standinv in the furrow while I try 
to raise a catch crop with my pen.

GRAMAPHONE PROSPECTS. 


Now that the gramaphone companies have 
done with Schubert for the present, what 
special line will they take for the rest of 


the winter publishing season, until the 
Covent Garden season in due course gives 
the programmes their periodical Italian 
complexion ? 

Indications point with a certain persistence 
{o a re-assertion of the importance of the 
three B’s—Bach, Beethoven, and Brahms. 
Though it is only two years since the 
Beethoven ‘‘ boom” was at its height, we 
have had already two Beethoven symphonies, 
the Sixth and the Eighth, in the “ His 
Master’s Voice ” lists this winter. Copy- 
right on the music of Brahms expired at the 
beginning of the year, with the result that 
it 1s being performed, and recorded, with 
greater frequency. The magnificent records 
of Kreisler in the Brahms violin concerto, 
issued early in the year, gave musical grama- 
phonists a favourable impression of the com- 
poser, and encouraged further Brahms issues. 
, As to Bach, the gramaphone companies are 
not likely to ignore the testimony of the last 
season of Promenade Concerts in London, 
when the Bach “ nights ” regularly proved 
the most popular. As yet, the record pub- 
lishers have remained comparatively shy with 
regard to Bach. There 1s still far too little 
of his music in the catalogues. As organ 
and choral recording improves, the situation 
may change; and I suspect that these are 
the branches of recording to which the staffs 
of the principal companies now are directing 
their most earnest attention. 

As regards organ recording, I anticipate 
that the really big advance will come when 
ihe British Broadcasting Company instals in 
its new building an organ specially designed 
to make the best effect in electrical transmis- 
sion. It is true that the building is not yet 
begun, and that, so far as I know, nothing 
whatever has been said about placing an 
organ in it; but I feel sure that such an 
organ will be installed, and that arrange- 
ments will be made for ‘the gramaphone com- 
panies to use it. 

Apart from the three B’s, it is to be noted 
that modern ballet music 1s figuring largely 
in the record issues at present. The Diaghileff 
Russian Ballet Company is now, after a 
London season, in the English provinces, and 
its performances are calling attention to the 
ballet music of De Falla and oí 
Stravinsky and the earlier Russian com- 
posers. The Columbia people have 
issued a fine set of records of the 
‘* Petronchka’’ music, played by a symphony 
orchestra under Igor Stravinsky himself. It 
is brilliant orchestral music, sparkling with 
‘‘effects’’ that record well—less dependent, 
that is to say, on the quality of the strings’ 
tone for its success. From the Brunswick 
Company, also, I have received an ‘excellent 
record of portions of De Falla’s ‘‘ E] Amor 
Brujo’’ (Love, the Magician), played by the 
London Chamber Orchestra. 

The Brunswick list of arfistes, by the way, 
includes some important names. Alfred 
Piccaver, the English tenor, about whom Sir 
Thomas Beecham is always talking—he never 


| sings in England—can be heard in a splendid 


record of “ Che gelida manina,’’ that lovely 
solo in ‘La Bohéme,’’ with the ‘‘ Addio alla 
Madre” from **Cavalleria Rusticana,’’ on 
the other side of the disc. Another tenor 
well known on the Continent, Mario Chamlee, 
is well recorded in two shorter numbers. 
Heinrich Schlusnus, the German baritone, 
sings most impressively in Wolf's ‘* Epipha- 
nias”’ and Richard Strauss’s "' Standchen.’’ 
Though he is heavy, and much too slow in 
the latter, his voice quality makes the record 
worth having. 

“La Bohéme,”’ as it happens, is to the 
fore this month, for besides Piccaver’s hean- 
tiful solo in the Brunswick list. we have from 
Columbia a splendid ten-inch, giving the two 
duets for tenor and baritone—the opening of 
the first act, and “ Ah! Mimi, tu piu non 
torni’’—sung by Dino Borgioli and Gino 
Vanelli. This record has given me more 
pleasure than any other in the N 
lists. GRAMPUS. 


Cleaner Belfast 


St. A ndrew's Day. 


Saint Andrew, one of the Twelve 
Apostles, whose feast is celebrated to-day, 
carried on his Christian mission, according 


along the shores of the Black Sea. St. 
Andrew is supposed to have been crucified 
at Patras, on what is now called a saltire 
cross. His relics were removed from 
Patras to Constantinople, whence they 
were supposed to have been brought undeg 
supernatural guidance to St. Andrew’s 
sometime in the eighth century. To-nicht 
is a festive — among Scotsmen al] the 
world over. hether the saltire which 
points to the four corners of the earth 
was prophetic of the wandering spirit of 
the Scottish race I do not know ; but, in 
every country where there is a white man 
there will be found a Scot, and if there 
are several white men you will probably 
find the Scot in whatever is the leading 
and most lucrative position. 

The Dublin Scottish Benevolent Socicty 
of St. Andrew is .holding its annual 
dinner this evening, under the chairman- 
ship of its president, Mr. Alexander 
Blackadder, who has recently been re- 
elected to that position. The guest of the 
evening will be Sir Joseph Dobbie, J.P., 
of Edinburgh, formerly M.P. for Ayr. 


H aggis. 


I do not know whether the Dublin 
chef's knowledge runs to the making of 
haggis, but 1 have always understood 
fhat haggis was a necessary food at every 
St. Andrew’s Day banquet, which is 
brought in to the skirl of the pipes. 
Many jokes have been made in English 
papers on haggis, but no doubt the per- 
petrators of the jokes were completely 
ignorant as to what haggis really is. I 
confess I myself was considerably 
mystifled, so I consulted a “little work’? 
called the ‘‘ Encyclopedia Britannica,”’ 
and found that ‘‘haggis is a dish con- 
sisting of a calf’s, sheep’s or other 
animal’s heart, liver and lungs, boiled 
in the stomach of the animal, with 
seasoning wf pepper, salt and onions 
chopped fine with suet and oatineal.” On 
further investigation I found that haggis 
was a popular dish in England, until the 
eighteenth century. Perhaps it was intro- 
duced there by King James I. 

It should not be forgotten that St. 
Andrew is the patron saint of Russia as 
well as of Scotland. 


Dowdy Dublin.

Mr. H. Epwarps. 


A Player of ACany Parts. 


If varied experiences crowded into a 
short space are a qualification for such an 
undertaking, Mr. Edwards should be 
assured of success. He is still wel] under 
thirty, and has appeared on both stage 
and concert platform in England and 
South Africa. 

It was in 1922 that Mr. Edwards joined 
the company at the “Old Vic,” where. 
under Mr. Robert Atkins, he acted in all 
but three of the Shakespearean plays, 
filling some hundred parts. A South 
African interviewer who elicited this last 
piece of information told the world that 
“ Mr. Edwards has acted in one hundred 
of Shakespeare’s plays!’’ Some of the 
most interesting performances in which he 
has taken part were “ Titus Andronicus,”’ 
which was revived at the “Old Vic” 
after a century of oblivion. the ‘‘Advent’’ 
of Strindberg, Goethe’s “ Faust,’’ and 
Hauftmann’s ‘‘ Hannele.’’ His last 
appearance in London was in “ The 
Dybbuk’’ at the Royalty. i 

During the four years he spent at the 
Old Vic, Mr. Edwards also sang in a 
number of operas, and was one of the 
leading spirits in a group of players, who, 
during a summer vacation, formed them- 
selves into ‘‘The Minature Repertory 
Theatre Company "’ to take a number of 
Continental plays to various sinal] towns 
in England. From this venture the 
pioneers derived rather more pleasure 
than profit, though on the whole their 
audiences, if small, were appreciative. 

Amongst the towns visited was Berwick- 
on-Tweed, where they played for a week, 
but not in the theatre, which was so 
dilapidated that it could not be used. 


The company played cricket on the sands 
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Trish Customs. 


One hears many a grumble nowadays 
from-people returning from abroad about 
the necessity of passing through the 
Customs on arrival in Ireland. But 
travellers in the early nineteenth century 
really had something to complain about. 
Sir Charles Hoare, in his ‘‘ Tour of 
Ireland,’’ describes how he sailed from 
Holyhead on the 23rd of June, 1806, 
arriving at the Pigeon-house—then the 
packet station for Dublin—and how, after 
a troublesome examination at the Custora 
House on the South Wall, he had to pay 
no less than twelve Customs officers. And 
this after “a rough and tedious passage 
of twenty-three hours.” This process of 
extracting fees from passengers at the 
Pigeon-house became known as ‘‘ Plucking 
the Pigeons,”’ 


Cleaner Belfast. 


The campaign for a cleaner Belfast was 
started about a year ago, and there is 
pone of evidence to show that the idea 
ias not fallen through. All the tram 
cars are equipped with a kind of “ letter- 
box,” for a pe tickets, and at 
regular intervals along all the streets wire 
baskets are attached to the tram stan- 
dards, where the public are expected to 
throw any waste paper or empty cigarette 
packets, etc. The streets, as a result, are 
almost spotlessly clean, and anybody 
found wilfully ignoring the waste paper 
buskets is severely dealt with. 

Only a few days ago a 'bus man was 
prosecuted and fined for sweeping out his 
‘bus on to the street; and the police can 
summon anyone who even throws his bus 
ticket on the road, instead of keeping it 
or putting it into a convenient receptacle. 


A Dublin Artist. 


A very interesting exhibition of pictures 
will be opened in Dublin on Monday, 
when Miss Stella Steyn will show some 
specimens of her work. Miss Steyn, who 
had studied in Paris and Berlin, é a re- 
markably talented young artist whose 
OS “mas ae drawings already 
have attracted much 
attention in London. 
At the moment she 
is experimenting in 
medio, and her 
exhibition includes a 
large number of 
water-colours, - —etch- 
ings and pencil 
sketches. When I 
saw the pictures yes- 
terday I was struck 
particularly with the 
excellence of Miss 
Steyn’s pencil 
sketches of the Aran 
Islands. She has an original and hizhly 
expressive style. rare in such a young 
artist, and there is no doubt that she 
ought to go far. I also liked her water- 
colours of Parisian scenes. They are 
frankly impressionistic, but reveal a keen 
sense of beauty und a remarkable gift for 
“atmosphere.” Miss Steyn bas won 
several Royal Dublin Society prizes, in- 
cluding the ‘‘Taylor’’ for water-colours, 
and she also has won a Tailteann silver 
medal and the Californian Medal: She 
intends to eo to the United States at an 
early date, and as this is her firet exhibi- 
tion in Dublin, art lovers will have a 
welcome opportunity of seeing her work.

One of the features of the Dublin 
University prize lists of recent years has 
been the increasing success of women 
candidates. This year a woman obtained 
Studentship in Classics—the second time 
in the history of Trinity College on which 
a woman candidate secured this hich 
honour. .

a member ef that remarkably. talentcd 
family whose name has been bound up 
with the history of the College for so 
many years. The other day I saw that 
astonishing old gentleman, Dr. Louis 
Claude Purser, who has retired from the 
Vice-Provostship, walking serenely along 
the street during the fierce gale without 
an overcoat, while the rest of us were 
shivering in our winter overcoats. I am 
glad to see by yesterday's paper that the 
Purser tradition is being carried on in 
Trinity. The Dunbar Ingram prize this 
vear has been won by Miss Margarct 
Purser Griffith, daughter of Mr. F. P. 
Grifith, the peat expert, and grand- 
daughter of Sir J. P. Griffith, whose wife 
was a member of the Purser clan.

An Animal Dispensary. 


I had an interesting experience a few 
days ago when I, visited the dispensary of 
the Irish Blue Cross Association. 

The dispensary undertakes the treat- 
ment of sick animals of the poor, and is 
the first of its kind in the Free State, 
having been founded in July, 1926. Judg- 
ing by the numbers of poor people bring- 
ing sick animals for treatment, its fame 
has been noised abroad all over Dublin. 
I stayed there for a considerable time, 
and ‘Captain Reavy, M.R.C.V.S., and 
Miss Hoey, the Hon. Secretary, and 
Matron were kept “hard at it” the 
whole time. There was a run of ‘dog 
cases ' the evening of my visit, dogs great 
and small, of every sort and breed and of 
varieties, to which it would be difficult, if 
not impossible, to put a name, were 
brought in for treatment. Some were 
surgical cases, some were “ out patients ’”’ 
—brought in to report progress. One dog 
who had just recovered from a sharp 
attack of distemper was brought in 
wrapped up in a child’s ulster, which was 
buttoned up round his neck to prevent 
him from catching a chill. 


A Gouching Case. 


‘ 


All the dogs, whether of the canine 
strain of Vere de Vere or of unknown 
humble origin, got the best of the skill 
and attention that Captain Reavy could 
give to them. I was told of a_case of a 
dog owned by a servant girl in Co. Meath. 
Her pet was run over by a motor car and 
left for dead on the road, but the virl 
drew her wages and chartered a motor 
to the Blue Cross, and her dog made a 
complete recovery in the hospital 
attached. 

The dispensary was formerly in Porto- 
bello, and even in its present premises 
there is not enough room to treat all the 
cases that are brought in. Animal Jovers 
should see to it that an association doing 
such good work should get the necessary 
financial help to enable it to increase its 
usefulness. Most of us have, or had, pet 
animals in our time, and we should think 
of those who, loving their animals, arc 
not in a position to pay much ; indeed, in 
many cases to pay anything to alleviate 
their suffering. 


Colds. 


Everyone catches the common 
sooner or later, and this being a favourite 
month for the malady, great numbers df 
people are sniffing and sneezing. Of 
course, the number of cures available and 
recommended are at least as great as the 
number of victims, so there is an almost 
unlimited variety of treatments to choose 
from, 

In some parts of the United States, 
evidently, the common cold is taken much 
more seriously than it is taken here, and 
in the Johns Hopkins School of Hygiene 
and Public Health in Baltimore a novel 
method of securing clinical information 
about the cold has just been introduced. 
Groups of families have been organised 
for extended observation, and each 
member of one of these groups is asked 
to notify the directors of the School if 
and when a cold develops. A doctor from 
the School will then visit the patient and 
treat him until he is cured, obtaining at 
the same time all the information possible 
about the genesis and development of tho 
malady. 

In groups where there are no colds, that 
fuct is to be reported weekly on a special 
postcard. Every person taking part in 
this experiment is to have the throat 
and nose examined by a member of the 
staff of the Johns Hopkins Hospital. All 
the information obtained is to be con- 
fidential, and is concerned solely with the 
clinical history and circumstances under 
which the cold developed. The funds for 
this investigation are provided from the 
“ John J. Abe] Common Cold Research 
Fund ” of £40,000 set aside for the pur- 
pose by the Chemical Foundation of New 
Yerk. 


Belfast’s New Lord Aayor. 


Sir Crawford M‘Cullagh, who, in conse- 
quence of the retirement of Sir William 
Turner, is recommended by the General 
Purposes Committee as the next Lord 
Mayor of Belfast, previously held the 
office in 1914 and 1916, and he has also 
been High Sheriff of 
the city. Sir Craw- 
ford, who is now in 
his sixtieth year, is 
the son of Mr. 
Robert M‘Cullagh, 
of Aghadee, and in 
1896 married Miss 
Margaret Brodie, 
dauuhter of Mr. 
William Brodte. 
Lady M‘Cullagh is a 
Commander of the 
Order of the British 
Empire. 

Sir Crawford has 
done good work as an 
Alderman of the Belfast City Council, of 
which he has been a member for more than 
twenty years. He was a member of the 
Northern Parliament from 1921 to 1925, 
and in 1917 was elected to represent Bel- 
fat on the Irish Convention. He was 
Director of Recruiting for the Northern 
Area during the European War. He lives 
at Lismara. Whiteabbey, County Antrim.

Meeting Surprises : The Omnibus Controversy : 
Home Office Statement : Facts about 
the Ex-Service Men. 
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FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Thursday. 
5: political atmosphere oí the North 
has been anything but serene for 
some time past, and during the past week 
it has been decidedly stormy. The evic- 
tion of seven members of the Opposition 
from the House of Commons had its 
natural seguel in the withdrawal of the 
remaining Nationalists, leaing Mr. 
George Henderson, one of the new Liberal 
leaders, and Colonel Woods, D.S.O, an 
Independent Unionist, to face the Govern- 
ment benches. But the exiles have not 
been idle. They have already placed 
their grievances before the public, appeal- 
ing, as they picturesquely describe the 
situation, from the ‘‘ Lords of Ascend- 
ancy ” to the people. 
The Government is accused of injustice, 
as well as of indifference to the great 
social problems which trouble the pro- 
vince, particularly with regard to unem- 
ployment ; but the expressions of opinion 
in that respect have been exaggerated. 
Much has been done te relieve the distress 
caused by industrial depression, aa can 
easily be proved by the official records. 
and the Loans Guargatee Act certainly 
attracted vast shipbuilding orders to the 
Lagan, no matter what may be said to 
the contrary, even although the high 
reputation of the Belfast yards was also a 
determining factor. Nearly a year ago 
the Prime Minister foreshadowed this 
improvement, and his predictions have 
been realised. Much, however, yet 
remains to be done; for the army of the 
workless is still counted by tens of thou- 
sands, and the prospects for the winter 
are not too favourable. 


THE ORANGE AND GREEN. 


Belfast is a city of surprises, bnt 
probably the greatest of these has been 
the change in the political situation 
within the past few years. The orange 
and green, so sharply divided for cen- 
turies, appear now to be gradually blend- 
ing, and people of widely differing schools 
of thought are co-operating for what they 
consider to be the general welfare of the 
community. To those who understand the 
mentality of the North this is astonish- 
ing. Only a few years ago it was unthink- 
able that Orangemen and Nationalists 
should join hands in pursuit of a common 
political object ; yet the apparently impos- 
sible has happened. The lion has lain 
down with the lamb, and, so far, there 
has been no calamity. Which is which, 
the intelligent observer must decide for 
himself, 

At the big protest meeting in the Ulster 
Hall on Tuesday night the remarkable 
spectacle was witnessed of the Nationalist 
leader with his following, accompanied by 
the Orange representative of the famous 
Shankill division, along with Independent 
Unionist and Labour members of the 
House of Commons, hobnobbing together 
in amity and denouncing the Craigavon 
Administration; and the mixed throng 
cheered them to the echo. 


SIGNIFICANT HAPPENINGS. 


Strong exception is taken by the Oppo- 
sition to the re-introduction by the 
Government of plural voting in the Repre- 
sentation of the People Bill, as this is 
considered to be vicious in principle and a 
retrograde step. A resolution demand- 
ing the withdrawal of the clause was 
passed by the meeting, while the “ action 
of the suspended members in making 
their protest against the attitude of the 
Government in forcing through highly 
contentious legislation without regfrd to 
the opinions or convenience of the Opposi- 
tion ” was approved of and commended. 

These significant happenings are causing 
much disquiet in official circles, as the 
revolt against traditional authority and 
obedience seems to be spreading. On all 
sides are to be heard mutterings of dis- 
content, due to one cause or another, and 
threats of reprisal on election day are 
freely made. Yet when the beat of the 
drum is heard calling the faithful to their 
duty, as it has done for centuries, the 
ancient memories and associations may 
once more be effective in closing up the 
ranks. 


THE SECTARIAN SPIRIT. 


One of the which 


greatest curses 
afficted Ireland in the past was the 
sectarian spirit that embittered the 
relationships between different sections of 
the people. From the reports that reach 
us from the Free State it would appear 
that the old hostility is rapidly disappear- 
ing in the South, and, although the legis- 
lation regarding censorship and the Irish 
language is condemned ap here as restrict- 
ing freedom of mind and thought, it is 
recognised that the general trend is 
towards friendliness. ‘ioecd government 
can only be attained through much trial 
and difficulty and the wisdom to profit by 
mistakes. 

It is to be regretted that attempts are 
being made in the Six Counties to herd 
the electorate into two opposing camps 
under sectarian banners. Even the J’rime 
Minister has said that there is only room 
for two political parties in Ulster—no 
doubt, simply meaning Unionist and 
Nationalist; but the most uncharitable 
view has been taken of his statement, and 
his oppenents bluntly declare that the 
only possible inference is to be found in 


| religious opinion. Sir Robert Lynn, M.P., 


dealt with this question at a meeting of 
Unionist women in Belfast on Tuesday 
night, and he spoke plainly and to the 
point. He said that it was necessary that 
they should maintain their Protestantism, 
and return a true, sound Protestant 
Government to govern the province, 
adding that he did not say that from 
any narrow, sectarian point of view, but 
“because Protestantism stood for liberty, 
freedom and the right of every man and 
woman to think and act according to their 
conscience.” 


HOME OFFICE EXPLAINS. 


A great many of the public boards 
throughout the province have passed 
resolutions protesting against the action of 
the Ministry of Home Affairs relative to 
the tramway-’bus agreement, by which it 
was hoped that the problem would be 
solved. The Home Office is accused of 
‘selling the roads’’ and creating 
monopolies to gplease Belfast. Now, in 
order to clarify the situation and remove 
misunderstandings, the Ministry has 
issued a circular letter in which it is 
stated that the arrangement will become 
of great advantage to both the public and 
the *bus owners, provided there is co- 
operation between the parties concerned. 
It is pointed out that unrestricted com- 
petition is not in the interests of either 
the public or the proprietors, and that 
the right to use the roads for carrying 
passengers imposes certain obligations on 
those who use them. 

Tliere is to be no distinction betweer 
large and small companies, and the 
interests of the travelling public regarding 
adequate service and reasonable fares are 
to be guarded. In fact, the Ministrv 
declares that any attempt to exploit the 
arrangements for the purpose of exacting 
unreasonable fares or giving an unsatis- 
factory service, will be dealt with drastic- 
ally. No trafficking in *bus licences will 
be permitted, and, if-a proprietor dis- 
continues an authorised service. the 
licences must be returned to the Ministrv. 
which may issue them to any other person 
at its discretion. Of course, a good deal 
will depend on what is understood by a 
‘reasonable fare.’’ Rates are cheap at 


present, but, with competition removed, 
they may be increased without beiny toy 
unreasonable, and then there will he 
further trouble and protests unavailin« 
The public are opposed to any monopoly. 
and the Ministry will have a difficult job 
in composing the conflicting interests. ©];

some controlling power which will make

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STATUE. 


REMOVAL SAID TO 
BE FOR REPAIRS. 


——— ; 
WILL IT BE RETURNED 
TO COLLEGE GREEN ? 


The equestrian statue of King William 
III, which since 1701 has been a notable 
feature in College Green, Dublin, is about 
to disappear from its present site. 

After the attempt made to blow it up 
on the night of the 10th or the morning 
of the llth inst., when the statue itself 
as well as the estal was badly 
damaged, it was considered in consequence 
to be a danger to the public. For some 
days past scaffolding has been erected 
round the statue, and yesterday it was 
clear that the intention was to remove it. 

An lrish Times representative was ‘in- 
formed that it is the intention to remove 
the statue to the Corporation yard in 
Hanover strect. The ultimate fate of the 
statue cannot at the moment be stated 
with any certainty. The City Commis- 
sioners are taking their present action 
with a view to having necessary repairs 
made to the statue and the pedestal 
rebuilt in a substantial way. The police 
authorities would like to have the statue 
removed altogether, for the reason that it 
obstructs traffic in the Dame street area. 
It is certain that for some time to come, 
after to-day, the statue will be absent 
from its accustomed position. 

Messrs. G. and T. Crampton and Co., 
Ltd., builders, of Ballsbridge, have been 
entrusted with the task of removing the 
statue. The horse is already in slings, 
and to-day will be lowered and taken 


away. 
HORSEPLAY! 

The statue of King William on his 
charger is made of lead, and was erected 
in the year 1701. Since then it has with- 
stood many shocks and survived much 
ridicule. In 1836 the King was blown off 
his horse and the figure shattered, but 
after the work of restoration Dublin saw 
the King in position again. During the 
eighteenth century the Jacobite 
showed no favour to William, nor did the 
students of Trinity College, who took 
liberties with His Majesty, borrowing his 
sword and, perhaps, amputating a limb. 
The students, it was alleged, were 
annoyed because the figure pointed away 
from the College. William also suffered 
the indignity of being tarred and 
feathered ; and not long ago the pedestal 
was covered with election posters. In the 
heyday of the Orange Institution in 
Dublin, the statue, bedecked with 
streamers, was the annual rendezvous of 
Orangemen, when celebrations were held 
in College Green, and men marched round 
it with flags and insignia. This practice 
was abandoned in 1822. It was also the 
mustering place of the Irish Volunteers.

Interviewed on the question of his 
retirement from the Belfast Corporation, 
the Lord Mayor of Belfast yesterday in- 
formed a Press representative that he had 
come to no decision in the matter. 

“I have given twenty years to the 
Corporation, six of them as Lord Mayor, 
said Sir William Turner, “ and have always 
endeavoured to discharge my duty fear- 
lessly. I do not say that I have always 
been right, but I have always done my 
best for the intere#ts of the city. The 
work that the Corporation has entailed in 
the last couple of years, over and above 
the ordinary duties of the Chief Magis- 
trate, has been tremendous and has taken 
up a great deal of time. I have been 
seriously thinking of giving up and taking 
things more easily, but I am always pre- 
py to sacrifice myself for the city.” 

“Last week, added Sir William, “I 
had the greatest difficulty in saving the 
Corporation Bill, when we discussed for 
over one and a half hours matters that 
business men should have settled in a few 
minutes. On the previous day we spent 
practically the whole day discussing the 
draft of the bill. All that takes up a 
great deal of time. I do not mind a fight 
at all, but I do not care for wasting my 
energy in useless fighting; but, as I have 
said, I am always’ prepared to sacrifice 
myself in the interests of the City of 
Belfast.” 

Sir William is retiring from the Lord 
Mayoralty, but in view of his long record 
of public service it is to be hoped that he 
will remain a member of the Corporation.

AN AMENDMENT. 

Mr. George Henderson (Farmers) moved an 
amendment, the object of which would free 
one-half of the valuation on farm buildings 
and dwellings from ‘rates instead of one-third 
as proposed in the bill. At present farm 
buildings and dwelling-houses were grouped 
together under oné valuation, and he con- 
gratulated the Minister upon his decision to 
adopt an automatic division rather than to 
enter upon a whole scheme of revaluation uo 
separate farm buildings from dwellinghouses. 
He believed, however, that it would be more 
equitable to do the division on a fifty-fifty 
basis, and free half the present valuation 
from rates. On the average farm the agri- 
cultural buildings were much more extensive 
than the dwellinghouses. Many farmers 
were compelled to improve their farm build- 
ings under Dairy and Cowshed orders, and 
had also to erect substantial buildings for 
hay. He understood that a farmer who felt 
aggrieved could appeal and have his buildings 
and dwellinghouse separately valued. 

Mr. Davison (Unionist) opposed the amend- 
ment. If the Government had made one-half 
in the bill Mr. Henderson would have gone 
further and asked for two-thirds. 

Mr. Henderson—That is not so. All along 
I have been in favour of a fifty-fifty basis. 

Mr. Davison said that the amendment 
wouid benefit the larger farmer rather than 
the smal] farmer. He considered that the 
ee suggested in the bill was reason- 
able.

Under the de-rating. scheme 
the rates payable on these small valuations 
would be very little, and: scarcely worth the 
cost of collection. Could an arrangement not 
be made to wipe out these small valuations? 
He would also like to Know if rates would 
now be payable on labourers’ cottages which 
are separately valued. Up to the present 
many farmers paid the rates on the land 
attached to the labourers’ cottages, along 
with their own agricultural rates. 

The Minister of Finance replied that, as 
labourers’ cottages were falveady separately 
valued, the scheme did not apply. The 
amount paid on small farmers’ houses in out- 
lying districts might be small, but in the 
aggregate they would amount to a good sam. 

Mr. Crawford inquired if the total sum of 
£512,000, which the Minister of Finance de- 
clared would be the relief to be given to 
agriculti*al Jand and buildings, was merely 
an estimate, and not the total sum that may 
be given. 

The Minister of Finance—Quite so. It is 
merely sn estimate, and may be more or less. 

The Committee stage of.the bill wag passed, 
and the House adjourned.

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THE LINEN INDUSTRY. 


In the Northern Senate, Mr. McDowell 
asked how far the textile trade had availed 
themselves of the Loans Guarantee Fund, 
and whether the Government were making 
any efforts to help the trade to recover its 
markets? 

Supplementing his question, Mr. McDowell 
said that the textile trade was in a very de- 
plorable condition. .In pre-war days the great 
industries of Belfast were dependent on world 
markets, and there was also a substantial 
home market. He remembered the 
time when every man, no matter 
how poor he was, had a linen shirt to wear 
going to Church on. Sundays, and every 
woman had a linen apron, but they had not 
so much now. Few men nowadays even wore 
a linen collar, and few of them a linen 
shirt, so that even the home market had 
fallen away. He knew that the Govern- 
ment had done practically everything possible 
to advertise the linen trade, but he wanted 
to know if the Government could not come 
to the assistance of the trade in the same 
way as the shipbuilding trade, through the 
Loans Guarantee Act. 

Viscount Charlemont replied that £50,000 
in loans had been guaranteed to the textile 
trade, including £40,000 to Sunsheen, Ltd., 
Ballymena, and £10,000 to Messrs. Dinsmore 
and Co., County Antrim. The British Go- 
vernment had also guaranteed £85,000 to 
Sunsheen, Ltd., to be established for the pro- 
duction of artificial silk. The guarantee of 
£10,000 to Dinsmore and Co. had erabled 
what had been a flourishing woollen factory 
to be re-established. The position of the 
linen industry had been such as to render 
facilities provided by the Loans Guarantee 
Act of little avail, as it was obvious that 
the present was not a suitable time for sink- 
ing large sums of money in connection with 
the linen industry. 

During the past two years the Government 
had contributed £18,000 towards the cam- 
paign organised by the linen industry for 
advertising of damask in the United States. 


EXTENDED ADVERTISING SCHEME. 

The Government had agreed to make a 
further contribution towards an extended ad- 
vertising campaign, which would cover all 
linens, not only in America, but in the home 
markets, and in the Dominions. The Go- 
vernment had also made grants totalling 
£20,000 for research, and £10,000 towards 
the financing of the Flax Industry De- 
velopment Society in the past three years. 

Mr. Dorman said that he regretted that

Viscount Charlemont said that the Govern- 
ment did not mean to relax their efforts for 
safeguarding on behalf of any industry 
because of failure in the past.

BETTING IN THE FREE STATE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—I read with great interest the evi- 
dence tendered by General O'Duffy to the 
Governmcnt Commission on Betting. His 
proposed amendments to the existing Act 
are well thought out, but will not, I venture 
to state, modify the craze for gambling 
which sprang from. the licensing of betting 
salbons. I am not a “ kill-jey,*” and Wate 
my modest wager on a race m either Great 
Britain. or Ireland when I feel so disposed, 
but I am a genuine lover of a good norss, 
honestly proud of the position Ireland nolis4 
in the bloodstock breeding industry, and, 
consequently am not blind to existing~con- 
ditions, which cater for “ pure’’ gambling, 
while not encouraging that, industry. 

Those who are undoubtedly the best judgés 
appear. to be convinced that a form: of 
mechanical betting machine on racecourses 
will, by alloting a certain portion of a tax 
imposed on bets through this medium, help 
to increase stakes, lower the cost of entrance 
fees and otherwise assist owners and breeders. 
I beg to suggest the total abolition of 
betting saloons, and, in their stead, the 
erection of a number of totalisators, suitably 
housed, ‘throughout ‘the Free State. These 
machines should be under the control of the 
Government, and bets should be accepted on 
races in either Great. Britain or Ireland. 
From the pool on every race let there be a 
deduction of 10% before the surplus is dis- 
tributed, the 10 % to be allocated as follows: 
5% to the Government as tax and to cover 
cost of running expenses, and until the initial 
outlay in erecting’ the machines has been 
cleared off; 24 % to a fund for the increase 
of stakes, and 25% to a similar fund to 
lower admission charges to the general public 
and to improve the amenities of the various 
racecourses. When the Government have 
recovered the cost on installation, I consider 
they should be satisfied with a 3% tax, the 
remaining 2% to be devoted to the assist- 
ance of hospitals throughout the Free State.—

GOADS FOR CATTLE. 


TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Four of the large English canning 
companies have “written to my society 
recently, complaining of the great damage 
done to the. hides of cattle by the drovers 
using sharp-pointed nails in their -goads. 
Even a few prods on the side from a sharp 
instrument are sufficient to ruin the hide, but 
one firm, Messrs. FE. Pim and Co., of Liver- 

ol, have on view at their office a piece cut 
ha the right-hand side of a tanned “Irish 
hide, about: the size of one sheet of this news- 
paper, which shows from 200 to 300 incisions. 
Apart from the cruelty to the animals, this 
ra¢tice means a grave less to the tanning 
industry,. and ultimately will damage our 
cattle trade. 

The corrett goad, known as the “ London 
goad,” has a very small, blunt metal tip, 
which must not project more than one: 
quarter of an inch beyond the end of the 
stick. Owners of cattle and shippers should 
employ’ only “drovers. who use the correct 
goad ; and members of: the 
interested in animals: should protest: if they 
see sharp..goads- in. use. er -goads “used -too 
roughly so. as to injure the animals.—Yours, 
Fhir DNA Power, Secretary..

EFFECT ON LIMERICK’S 
WATER SUPPLY. 


Limerick Corporation has written to the 
Free State Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce relative to the interference which will 
be caused by the Shannon scheme works to 
the city water supply from Clareville, Castle- 
connell, and asking that plans and specifica- 
tions of the. proposed alterations should be 
submitted to the Borough Council by the 
Ministry. 

The letter states that the Shannon scheme 
works would admittedly interfere with the 
city water supply; consequently the Ministry 
is bound to pay compensation in providing a 
supplementary supply. The work should be 
carried out at the Minister’s expense, aceord- 
ing to the plans and specifications approved 
of, and to the satisfaction of an expert ap- 
pointed by the Council. The Council did not 
relinquish the right to expert guidance owing 
to the vital interests concerned, and as a 
condition precedent to granting consent to 
the Minister is alternative scheme, which is 
stated to be the provision of a pipe to convey 
water from the Shannon scheme canal at 
Clonlara to the . municipal waterworks at 
Clareville, to supply any diminution of supply 
from the Shannon.

THE KING’S ORDER. 


The King’s Order, made as the result of 
the Privy Council's decision in the Wigg- 
Cochrane case, has now been duly made 
an Order of the High Court of Justice of 
the Free State, and is a record of that 
court. It commands the judgment of Mr. 
Justice Meredith to be observed in the 
Free State, and directs the Governor- 
General to see that it is so observed. 

A member of the Irish Bar yesterday, 
when discussing the Wigg-Cochrane case 
with an Irish Times representative, drew 
attention to a statement attributed to the 
Jate Mr. Kevin O’Higgins in the Senate, 
in 1925. In the course of the legislation 
in the Lynham v. Butler case Mr. 
O'Higgins stated that the Wigg and 
Cochrane case was in a different. category, 
and that, in fact, it was one which might, 
with propriety, be admitted. 

It was quite possible, said the member 
of the Bar, that Mr. Blythe may have 
been unaware of this pledge when he re- 
pudiated, on behalf of the Government, all 
responsibility. He added tha the 
Minister for Commerce, in a recent debate 
in ‘the Dail, said :— 

“ There was a definite statement made here 
certainly when the Lynham v. Butler case 
was being considered, There was a definite 
type of case in which it might be considered 
for years to come, while certain implications 
to the Treaty were being considered, that it 
was right to allow certain appeals to go 
lefore the Privy Council. That situation has 
changed definitely by the attitude of the 
people who granted the right of appeal where 
it did not seem right to us an appeal should 
be granted. There is a changing situation 
which has to be met in different ways.” 

“Does the second last sentence,” he 
asked, ‘‘ refer to the recent decision of the 
Privy Council giving Kberty to appeal 
from the decision of the Supreme Council 
in the action: The Performing Right 
Society v. Bray Urban Council? 
This case involves a question as to 
whether the English Copyright Act 
of 1911 was in force in the Free State, 
and appears to be in the same category as 
the class of case referred to by the late 
Minister for Justice.”

They have 
borne without grumbling the brunt of 
inflation, with its consequent deflationary 
shock. In the next place, by the annexation 
of Alsace-Lorraine France acquired some 
exceedingly valuable resources. Compared 
with 1914, she has increased her output of 
coal by one-sixth, her output of coke by 
100 per cent., and her electrical capacity 
by some 300 per cent. She is now the 
greatest producer of iron ore in Europe, 
and produces more pig iron than Great 
Britain, although in 1913 the British 
output was four times as great as that of 
Trance. Fifteen years ago the French 
production of: steel was only one-third of 
that of Great Britain; to-day it actually 
is higher. The same story is told concern- 
ing several other industries. French 
engineering exports have jumped from 
313,000 tons in 1913 to 1,469,000 tons in 
1927, and in the same period imports 
have dropped from 440,000 to 250,000 tons. 
In comparison with pre-war figures, 
France now is exporting eight times as 
much pig iron and castings, six times as 
much steel, five times as much engineer- 
ing goods, and 47 per cent. more textile 
yarns and piece goods.

with 775 hospitals, which, during 1927, 
had a total income of £8,614,068. Their 
expenditure was £7,598,454, and the

While the 
income for 1927 exceeded that of the 
previous twelve months by £697,252, the 
expenditure showed a fall of £68,142. 
Moreover, at the end of last year seventy- 
five per cent. of the hospitals—a consider- 
ably increased proportion—had credit 
balances. It is manifest that the volun- 
tary hospitals, which, a few years ago, 
were living from hand. to mouth, have 
taken a new lease of financial life. The 
main cause of the improvement is the 
growth of that “ paying patient ” system 
in which, as we showed recently, the 
Dublin hospitals are finding a welcome 
measure of financial relief. In the 775 
British hospitals the contributions of 
patients have grown at an average rate of 
ten shillings a year for every bed; and 
last year, in spite of industrial depres- 
sion, workmen’s subscriptions reached the 
highest point that has been recorded. 
The report sheds a lurid light on one 
aspect of the cost of modern progress ; for 
returns from nearly one hundred pro- 
vincial hospitals show that, in 1927, some 
26,000 in-patients and 39,000 out-patients 
were treated as the result of motor 
accidents. The cost of such treatment 
was £230,000, to which the patients con- 
tributed only £26,000. Naturally, the 
hospitals desire relief from this large 
drain on their resources. Compulsory 
insurance of motorists would be only a 
partial remedy ; for a large number of the 
victims of road accidents are not motorists 
and are not insured. The most feasible 
suggestion seems to be that motorists 
shall establish a voluntary fund in aid of 
hospitals. Sir Arthur Stanley says that 
this project was discussed sympathetically 
a few months ago, but that Mr. 
Churchill’s heavy tax on petrol made the 
moment inopportune. 


MR. SAMUEL WHITE. 


The: death occurred at Bristol yesterday of 
Mr. Samuel White, Chairman of the Bristol 
Tramways Company and of the Bristol Aero- 
plane Company. He had been more or less 
an invalid for the past two years. He helped 
his brother, the late Sir George White, to 
build up the tramways system at Bristol, and 
introduced there the first electric car in the 
country. The brothers were also pioneers of 
electric street traction in London, and, 
assisted by Sir George’s son, now Sir 
Stanley White, were interested very early in 
aviation. Four years before the war they 
established the British and Colonial Aero- 
plane Company at Filton, near Bristol (now 
the Bristol Aeroplane Company), and built 
up a big concern, which proved of valuable 
help in supplying naval and military needs. 
Mr. Band White, who was a bachelor, was 
for many years a leading member and lately 
Chairman of the Bristol Stock Exchange, for 
whom his brother erected new premises. He 
gave generously to the Bristol Royal In- 
firmary and other charitable institutions.

The volume 
of production and consumption for the 
year, as a whole, and the physical quantity 
of exports and imports, were very large. 


HIGH STANDARD OF LIVING. 

“Unemployment was relatively unim- 
portant, and the rate of real wages and 
the standard of living of the masses of 
the people remained higher than anywhere 
else in the world.” 

Mineral production remained greater 
than in any year before 1926-27, and the 
decline in railway traffic was in consider- 
able part due to a smaller movement of 
coal. 

The indexes of electric power produc- 
tion, of building construction, and of the 
sales of department stores, chain stores 
and mail order houses all showed increaces 
in the last fiscal year as compared with 
that preceding, and most of them were the 
highest ever recorded: 

The net outflow of gold for the fiscal

£50,000 FOR RADIUM 
TREATMENT.

SIR OTTO BEIT’S GIFT, 

Sir Otto Beit has offered, as a gilt to 
King Edwards Hospital Fund for 
London, £50,000 to be used for the pur- 
chase of radium, to be loaned to selected 
hospitals. The offer has been accepted 
by the Fund. 
‘In a letter to the Honorary Secretaries 
of the Fund, Sir Otto Beit says :— 

“In their selection of hospitals I desire 
the Committee to have regard to com- 
petence of the staffing and equipment of 
their respective radiation departments ; 
to an undertaking by the hospitals to en- 
sure the safe custody of the radium loaned 
to them, and to insurance to its full value 
with an approved company. Finally, as 
for a number of*years I have aimed at 
encouraging research in scienge and 
medicine and the publication of the 
so attained for the common 
benefit—not unsuccessfully, I hope—I 
should like the Committee to endeavour 
to secure that the hospitals thus to be 

rovided on loan with radium should be 
preferably those in which the cure of 
disease or the alleviation of suffering is 
associated with a keen interest in the 
furtherance of knowledyve for the relief of 
man’s estate.” 

The present price of radium is £12,000 
per gramme, so that, including the cost 
of packing in the necessary Ean 
needles, Sir Otto's gift will enable some 
four grammes of radium to be purchased. 

In May last Sir Otto Beit contributed 
£10,000 towards a sum of £40,000 for 
which the British Red Cross Society 
appealed to establish a clinic for the treat- 
ment of rheumatic diseases. Less than a 
month ago he gave a further sum of 
£5,474 to complete the amount required.

members will have been elected. Not all 
of them can be expected to wélcome the 
new proposal with enthusiasm.

HOME SECRETARY’S

“ALMOST AT AN END 
- NEXT YEAR.” ° 


The British Home Secretary has sent 
the following, letter to Mr. John Buchan, 
M.P., oh Se the Dog Racing Bill :— 

‘‘My pear Bucnan,—I have been care- 
fully considering the position in,regard to 
greyhound-racing, in view. of the deputa- 
tion which you brought to see me and 
some of our colleagues in Parliament, and 
also in view of the Prime Minister's defi- 
nite statement, in reply to a question by 
yourself, that there is no possibility of 
finding time for a contentious bill during 
the present session. 

“I Fave made careful inquiries from 
the Metropolitan Police, and I find that 
there has been a very marked decrease in 
the attendances at greyhound-racing. As 
yow ure aware from the public Press, there 
has been a marked fall in the value of the 
shares of most of the companies. 

“1 always took the view that the sport 
would not be a very lasting one, and I 
still hold that opinion. In fact, I think 
that if you and your friends will let the 
matter stand for the moment, you may 
find that by next year the sport will be 
almost at an end; at all events, I am 
satisfiea that there is no probability of 
its increase. | 

“ Tf, on the other hand, you should still 
feel that real harm is being done to the 
community by greyhound-racing, you could 
bring a new bill in as soon as the new 
Parliament meets; and, while it is not 
possible for me to pledge a new Govern- 
ment, I can only say that, so far as I 
am concerned, I should do my utmost to 
obtain time for its discussion in the 
House.—Yours sincerely,

The Chief Maquilla, which is of 9,500 tons 
displacement, carries a crew of forty, and her 
port of registry is Hong Kong.

MESSAGE BROKEN OFF.

£521,101 HANDED TO 
THE TREASURY. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer makes 
the following announcement —‘‘ On the 
3rd July last the Chancellor of the 
Excheqrer announced in the House of 
Commons that, in memory of the Hon. 
Elsie Mackay, Lord and Lady Inchcape 
and their children desired to place in trust 
for the nation the residue of her estate, 
after paying estate duty. On 1st October 
last the sum of £500,000 was paid to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and in 
November an additional sum of. £21,101 
13s. 4d. being the balance of the estate, 
after payment of estate duty, was paid to 
him, making a total of £521,101 ids. 4d. 
This sum of £521,101 13s. 4d. is to 
accumulate for a period of approximately 
50 years, and then to be applied in re 
duction of the National Debt. 

‘The necessary arrangements have now 
been made to give effect to the wishes ol 
the donors, and the sum of £521,101 15s. 
4d. has been placed in the hands of the 
trustees of a trust to be called the Elsie 
Mackay Fund. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, the Governor of the Bank of 
Iingland and the Comptroller-Genera! of 
the National Debt Office, all for the time 
being, are appointed managing trustees, 
and the Treasury — solicitor custodian 
trustee ” 

The Hon. Elsie Mackay and Captain W. 
(+. R. Hinchliffe were lost on an attempted 
flight across the Atlantic, which began on 
March 14th at Cranwell Aerodrome, Lin- 
colnshire. From his own property Lord 
Inchcape handed. over to the Public 
Trustees £10,000 for the benefit of the 
widow and children of Captain Hinchliffe.

(Victoria), H. Ironmonger (Victoria), C. E. 
Kelleway (N.S.W.), W. A. Oldfield 
(N.S.W.). 

The speculations regarding the inclu- 
sion of Dr. Nothling (Queensland) were 
thus proved false, much to the disap- 
pointment of the local crowd, “won 4 
of whom were pouring into the ground 
from an early hour. 

Batches of cricket “ fans ’’ besieged the 
gates from 11 a.m. onwards, and it seemed 
as if the brilliant weather had combined 
with the crowd to give Brisbane a wonder- 
ful send-off on the occasion. of its first 
Test match. 

England won the toss. The rite marked 
a new epoch in Australian cricket. There 
were 20,000 people present when Ryder 
took the fateful coin and tossed it high 
in the air. An atmosphere of seriousness 
attended Chapman’s usually boyish and 
exuberant figure. 

The English captain shouted “ Heads,’’ 
and so won England an early advantage, 
tor down came the coin with the King’s 
head vj permost.. Chapman blew out his 
cheeks with a huge sigh of relief, and 
muttered a prayer of thanks under his 
breath. 

There was no doubt as to his decision. 
The wicket, which had been so carefully 
tended during the past weeks of uncertain 
and difficult weather, rolled out perfect in 
appearance and in texture. 

It was, moreover, fast and true, and so 
Chapman, without hesitation, signed to 
Hobbs and Sutcliffe to make ready. 


THE OPENING PAIR. 

Ryder led his men out one minute past 
noon to a burst of thunderous applause, 
and on» minute later England’s two great 
batsmen, Hobbs and Sutcliffe, who re- 
ceived a like greeting from the keyed-up 
crowd, followed thém. 

Kyder opened his attack with his batter- 
ing ram, Jack Gregory, who renewed an 
acquaintance of many years’ standing with 
his old rival, Jack Hobbs. The first two 
balls the Surrey man let go, but off the 
third, with a well-timed leg shot, he sent 
the ball skimming to the boundary to 
open England’s score. 

Gregory’s first over yielded six runs. 
Kelleway was no-balled, and Sutcliffe took 
advantage of the chance to hook him hard, 
the ball stopping just short of the 
boundary, the batsmen meanwhile running 
four with their usual perfect under- 


standing. 
TWO NO-BALLS. 

Off another no-ball in the same over 
Sutcliffe might have been caught by Iron- 
monger at mid-on, but that fieldsman 
dropped the catch amidst exaggerated 
groans from the crowd, who were ignorant 
of Kelleway’s fault. 

Gregory was making the ball rise 
awkwardly on occasions, and Hobbs, when 
six, snicked one dangerously near Ryder 
in the slips. 

For the first forty minutes both men 
were playing themselves in with that 
wonderful determination which seems to 
blend together to make an impregnable 
front when the big occasion arises. 

A DOUBLE CHANGE. 

The pace of the scoring—29 in 40 
minutes—indicates the careful oppor- 
tunism that was exercised, and visualising 
another century partnership, Ryder made 
a double bowling change. He brought 


33 Tronmonger relieved Gregory, who had 
failed to pull out the necessary combina- 
tion of pace and length to trouble either 
Hobbs. or Sutcliffe. 

The Yorkshireman treated Grimmett 
with care for a couple of overs, and then 
cut him to the boundary with a beautiful 
stroke.

GREEK ANTIQUITIES 
FROM THE SEA. 


oO 
TREASURES RECOVERED 
BY DIVERS. 


From ‘Tag Times ” CoRRESPONDENT 
ATHENS, Thursday. 

The recent discovery of a bronze statue of 
Poseidon in the sea near Cape Artemisios. 
the northern point of Euboea, overlooking the 
Trikeri Channel. decided the Archeological 
Society. to search the sea-floor, where 1t 
was. believed that a ship cartying Greek 
autiquities may have been wrecked. The 
Government lent the hydrographic service 
ship Pleias to the society, together with funds 
for the search. 

For three weeks divers have been at work 
at. a spot 700 yards from “the shore and in 
twenty-five fathoms of water. Working by 
touch the divers first discovered a large 
earthenware amphora containing a large 
octopus, and then found a horse*s head, sai. 
to be of incomparable workmanship, w‘thout 
equal in any museum, and then the bronze 
statue of a small boy of the Hellenistic 
period. 

The assumption that a ship was wrecked 
there is strengthened by the discovery of a 
heap of pebbles, supposed to have been her 
ballast, and traces of wood. The search has 
been interrupted owing to bad weather, but 
the spot is buoyed and work will be resumed 
in the spring.

Mr. de Valera drew attention to this, and 
wanted to move the adjournment of the 
House to consider, as a matter of urgent 
public importance, the suspension of Mr. 
Flinn while a bill of such interest to his 
constituents was before the Dail. The 
Speaker, however, declined to accept—the 
motion, but mentioned that the Committee 
on Procedure and Privileges had met and 


considered Deputy Flinn’s suspension that” 


morning. 

There were thirty amendments to the 
bill, chief among them being one by Mr. 
Sean T. O'Kelly (Fianna Fail) to increase 
the membership of the. Corporation from 
18 to 27. He argued that this would 
enable all classes of the community to be 
represented. 

A compromise between the Government 
and the Opposition was suggested by Mr. 
Anthony (Labour); -who appealed to both 
sides to agree to the figure 21. Speeches 
in support of the amendment were made 
by Mr. Lemass (Fianna Fail) and Mr. 
Sean French (Fianna Fail), who is Lord 
Mayor of Cork. Thev were followed ky 
the Minister for Local Government (Mr. 
Mulcahy), who put the case against in- 
creasing the membership of the Corpora- 
tion. He stated it rather weakly, however, 
and there was some justification for Mr. 
de Valera’s charge that the Minister had 
made not one attempt to defend the bill's 
proposal to have a body consisting of 18 
members, including the Lord Mayor. 

TALKING SHOPS. 

To the Minister’s assistance came Mr. 
John Good (Independent), who supported 
the view that a Corporation of eighteen 
members could do its business better than 
a larger one. “Large bodies,” he de- 
clared, “tend to turn into talking shops.” 

Mr. Cosgrave also said a word in favour 
of small numbers on local authorities. He 
thought that a Corporation of fifteen 
members would be more likely to get 
through its business swiftly and  satis- 
factorily than one with twenty-seven 
members. 

“The Greater Dublin Commission,” said 
Mr. Lemass (Fianna Fail) “do not share 
the view of the President; for they re- 
commended in favour of a Council of sixty- 
five members for the new Dublin.”’ 

After further discussion Mr. Anthony’s 
suggestion to increase the membership of 
the Corporation to twenty-one was accepted 
by the Government. The Opposition, how- 
ever, stood out for twenty-seven. The 
House divided on the Fianna Fail motion, 
which was defeated by 82 votes to 55, the 
net result of the debate, besides a number 
of minor amendments, being that the new 
Corporation wiN consist of twenty-one 
members. 

Speaking to a further amendment, Mr. 
Mulcahy said that, as between the manager 
and the Corporation, “‘the Corporation 
will always get the better of it." 

The bill was passed, and when the 
Forestry Bill, including twenty-four 
amendments from the Senate, all of which 
were accepted by the Dail, was disposed 
of, the Dail dealt with the committee stage 
of the Public Safety Bill. To the astonish- 
ment of many Mr, de -Valera’s motion 
that the bill should expire as soon as it 
passed was agreed to by the Minister for 
Justice. 

The committee stage of the bill was 
carried after the Minister had informed 
Mr. Joseph X. Murphy (Independent) of 
the anxiety of the Government to appre- 
hend persons who carried firearms without 


authority.

MRS. BALDWIN’S ATTACK 
ON SOCIALISM. 


NOURISHING THE NARROW. 
MINDED. 


Mrs. Baldwin opened a bazaar in the 
Erdington Division of Birmingham yesterday 
afternoon, by means of which it is hoped 
to raise £1,000 to extend Unionist activities 
in what is one of the largest constituencies 
in the city. 

Sir Arthur Steel Maitland, who presided 
spoke of the confidence reposed by the 
country in the Prime Minister, and of the 
degree to which he was helped, encouraged 
and inspired in his work by Mrs. Baldwin. 

Mrs. Baldwin said that Socialism sprang 
from three things—bad conditions, nervous 
shock as a result of the war, and ignorance. 
It was bad for the country, bad for the in- 
dividual and bad for the women. They had 
only to read Socialist speeches to see that it 
was always “take.” Did Socialists ever 
inention ‘‘giving.’’ Socialism represented 
a materialistic outlook, and she had never 
yet met anyone who was improved by it. 
Those who had gone over to Socialism had, 
to her mind, certainly not enlarged their 
spiritual outlook 

Socialism provoked egotism and nourished 
the narrow-minded. Were they going to sit 
still and see the evil spread; to stand on 
one side and criticise when the country’s 
welfare was at stake’ If they did they would 
have disinherited their children. 


THE CAPITALIST SYSTEM. 


MR. RUNCIMAN’S WARNING. 


Mr. Walter “Runciman, in an address on 
invisible exports at a luncheon of the Edin- 
burgh Chamber of Commerce yesterday, said 
that investment abroad was one of the. best 
habits of the British people, and long’ might 
it continue. It was easy for great crowds 
of ill-informed to excite prejudice against 
what was called the capitalist system. The 
British people were the best fed in the 
world. If they withdrew the power to buy 
their imported goods; if they wiped out the 
capitalist with a-stroke of the-pen—the shop- 
owner, the merchant, the banker, the in- 
vestor abroad, all that these men so easily 
denounced—two-thirds of the dietary of the 
people would disappear, together with neaziy 
all the raw materials of manufacture. 

FAILURE OF PROTECTIVE TARIFFS. 

Mr. Runciman, addressing a _ Liberal 
gathering in the evening on finance and free 
trade, contended that the Goverment’s im- 
providence was responsible for their failure 
to improve the national credit as fast as that 
of other countries. Their lack of ability 
to grasp fundamentals had led them into 
schemes for safeguarding, or for a protective 
tariff. From a revenue point of view, pro- 
tection would be an expensive failure. It 
would artificially raise prices, and decrease, 
as the experience of other protective 
countries had shown, the purchasing value of 
wages. 

It was the duty of Liberals and all sound 
economists to show that extravagance and 
protection were im close alliance, and had 
the same crippling effect upon the general 
citizen. >

PASSED.

WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

The House of. Commons was rather dúil 
this afternoon, following upon the pdst three 
days’ debate on. the Local Government Bill. 
Questions were pot particularly iiteresting. 
he Home Seéretary denied that there “was 
to be a change. in the. present system of 
taking statemeuts from witpesses. He added 
that it is untrue that a- special interrogation 
department has Lreeti “net up in Scotland Yard 
and that solicitogs, will be employed to take 
statements frofi; esses. No change will 
be made from present conditions, pending the 
recommendations..of the Reyal Commission. 

Mr, Neville ““Chamberlain was asked 
whether anyfigures were supplied by his 
department to Sir Walter Preston with 
regard to thé effect of-theyrating: scheme. 
He replied that’ the only’ figures furnished by 
his department with regard to the boroug 
of Cheltenham were those. contained in Com- 
mand Paper 5,227. Bi “ee 

Captain Wedgwood. Benn asked whether it 
was accurate to say,;as the hon. member. for 
Cheltenham had publicly stated, that, he made 
three visits to the Ministry ef Health, that 
he was told what he described as “the old, 
old story,” and that there were mistakes in 
arithmetic. Mr. Chamberlain replied that he 
had nothing to add to the reply he had 
given. , 

Several Socialist members rose to put 
further questions, but the Speaker | inter- 
vened with the remark: “The last. reply 
given by the right hon, gentleman is 
absolutely conclusive.”’ 

' DE-RATING BILL FINANCIAL 
RESOLUTION. 

If there is anything more technical and 
complicated than the Qeneral provisions of 
the Local Government Bill, it is the 
financial scheme by which the Government 
proposes to reimburse the local authorities 
for loss of rates, discontinued grants, etc. Sir 
Sam Wood, in moving the necessary 
resolution in Committee, did his best to make 
the position plain. What it all came to was 
this—that the total loss of rates and grants 
was estimated at 24 million pounds a year, 
and the amount of grants withdrawn at 16 
millions, makifig a total of 40 millions, to 
be made good by the block grant. To this 
would be added a sum of 5 millions 
of new money in the first quinquennial 
year, to be ultimately replacéd by a sum 
Parliament,, There was 
a good deal of laughter when,*towards the 
end of his speech,*the Min expressed the 
hope that the House would agree that the 
financial provisions were, in the main, quite 
simple. 

Mr. Snowden went so far as to agree that 
one or two obscurities had been removed, 


| but said that, with all, he was much in the 


same position as Lady Astor, who confessed 
that she knew little or nothing about the 
bill. 
One of the remarkable features of the past 
three days’ debate, he said, was the silence 
of the representative of the Treasury. The 
uestion was whether the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer was unwilling to speak, or whether 
the Minister of Health would not allow him 
to speak. (Laughter.) What they had to 
consider in connection with this resolution 
was—how far the financial provisions would 
relieve the burdens of the local authorities. 
In his view, what the Government: ought te 
have done was to have transferred the great 
part of the cost of poor law_administration 
to the National Exthe uer. In other direc- 
tions the local authorities were bearing a 
large share of the cost of services which were 
in a sense national, and the bill did little to 
remedy this. 
On the matter of the de-rating of indus- 
trial premises, he had yet to receive a satis- 
factory assurance that it would not increase 
the rates payable by other classes of rate- 
payers. As to the famous formula, popula- 
tion and unemployment did not occupy the 
position in it to which they were entitled. 
What was de-rating going to do? It was 
not going to be passed on in the form of 
cheap commodities. It was going to be an 
addition to profits, and where there were no 
ofits it would go to a reduction of losses. 
Nhen it was added to profits assessments 
would be increased, and the Treasury would 
reap the benefit. If this bill was really in- 
tended to be a measure for the relief of local 
authorities, all he could say was that it was 
a fraud and an imposture. (Cheers.) 

THE MINING AREAS. 
In the subsequent debate members repre- 
senting Welsh ‘constituencies called attention 
tc the terrible conditions in the mining areas, 
but Mr. Neville Chamberlain, in reply, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the situation was 
one that never could be dealt with satis- 
factorily by any scheme of rating reform. 
What the Goverriment could do, and what 
they were attempting to do, was to con- 
centrate assistance in the direction which 
would stimulate trade and so lead to an 
increase of employment.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS.

A number of Conservative members of 
Parliament -have put down amendments to 
the Local Government Bill for consideration 
during the Committee stage in the House of 
Commons.

CHANGE DUE TO LLLNESS 
OF HERR STRESEMAN. 


The Times says —l$ is now virtually 
settled that the next meeting of the Council 
of the League of Nations will be held at 
Lugano, in Switzerland. The consent of

SEA POWER. 


MR. BRITTEN DEFENDS 
HIS ACTION, 
——s- 


From REUTER's CORRESPONDENT, 


WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

In well-informed, though unofficial, 
circles here it is not expected that Mr. 
Baldwin will reply to the proposal for an 
Anglo-American Parliamentary Conference 
on the subject of equality of sea power 
between Great Britain and the United 
States; which has been telegraphed to the 
British Prime Minister by Mr. Britten, 
Chairman of the Naval Affairs Committee 
of the United States House of Represen- 
tatives. 

As a matter of fact, official Washington 
does not take Mr. Britten’s action 
seriously. Officially there has been no 
reaction of any kind, either írom the 
State Department or the White House, 
and at yesterday's Press conference 
several questions, put to Mr. Kellogg 
by the journalists present as to the 
attitude of the State Department in the 
matter, elicited no reply. 

Unofficially, it may be stated that not 
only will Mr. Britten’s unusual procedure 
almost certainly be ignored by the Ameri- 
can Government, but he may also be 
asked to explain the correctness of his 
procedure, as a member of Congress, in 
taking up international matters direct 
with the head of the British Government, 
instead of making use of the usual diplo- 
matic channels. 

MR. BRITTEN’S CLAIM. 

Questioned by Reuter’s Correspondent 

on this point this morning in his room at 
the Capitol, Mr, Britten, who started 
political life as the boss of one of 
Chicago’s most populous wards, claimed 
that he was acting within his rights as a 
Congressman and member of the Inter- 
Parliamentary Union, and insisted that 
his cable was addressed to Mr. Baldwm 
as a member of the British Parliament, 
and not as Premier of England, and that 
the precedents he had looked up in books 
of reference permitted him such direct 
contact. 
This claim, however, does not seem to 
be shared by anyone else. It is generally 
thought that the American Constitution 
places the conduct of foreign affairs in 
the hands of the President, and that 
efforts of well-meaning volunteers, even 1f 
such efforts are not directed towards their 
personal aggrandisement, are not only un- 
‘welcome, but may in some instances be 
prohibited by Federal. Statute. 

WILL MR. BALDWIN REPLY? 
However this may be, Mr. Britten's 
action is generally criticised as being un- 
wise and unnecessary, and, although he 
told Reuter’s Correspondent this morning 
that he was still expecting a reply from 
Mr. Baldwin, it is generally thought that 
the British Government is iar too ex- 
perienced in international affairs to allow 
itself to be drawn into a discussion of 
such importance through any such. un- 
official and informal channels as Mr. 
Britten has so ingenuously suggested. 

In any case, it is thought probable that 
Mr. Baldwin will seek the opinion of 
the State Department through the 
medium of the British Ambassador before 
considering whether or not he will make 
a reply, even one of formal acknowledg- 
ment. 

Some varied comment may be of in- 
terest. Senator Swanson, a prominent 
Democrat, of the Senate Foreign Relations 
and Naval Committee, described the plan 
as a “revolutionary course, which he was 
at a loss to understand.” 

He was of opinion that to them the 
suggestion must be “ embarrassing,’’ not 
only to Mr. Coolidge and Mr. Kellogg, but 
equally so to Mr, Baldwin.

A THANKSGLVING-DAY 
THOUGHT, 
a 


The Prime Minister and Mrs. Baldwin were 
present at the Thanksgiving Day dinner of 
the American Society in London, held in the 
Savoy Hotel, last night. 

The United States Ambassador, in propos- 
ing “ The Day We Celebrate,”’ said that the 
fundamentally friendly relations between the 
British and American peoples continued 
unimpaired. ‘‘ Difference of opinion will, of 
course, arise,” he added. '' That could not 
be otherwise; but I; for one, believe, with 
ra fibre of my being, that neither pecple 
would knowingly’ or willingly do the other 
an injustice, nor permit an injustice to be 
done the other.’ 

Mr. Baldwin, in reply, said that it vas a 
delightful act of friendship on -the part of 
those present to ask dn Englishman to be 
present at their most domestic family gather- 
ing. He spoke of the growth of the Ameri- 
can nation, and added:—‘‘ There are some 
things in which I feel my “own particular 
thanksgiving. Let me remind you of this— 
if there had been no America, there would 
have been no tobacco. It was tobacco that 
planted the English ‘nation in America. 
Virginia—heaven bless it !—is the only country 
in the world which has had tobacco as its 
currency. I believe the tobacco I smoke 
comes from Virginia. The only regret I have 
—the only inferiority we have to you, in my 
opinion—is that our Customs authorities will 
not allow molasses to be mixed with tobacco, 
That is a very delicate subject, and I think I 
had better pass on. 

CHERISHED BOOKS. 

“I have always cherished. among the books 
I have loved, many American hooks of all 
periods. I know few more delightful books 
than Franklin’s gi cé remember 
so well a passage at the beginning. He 
there describes the effect. that George 
Whitefield’s evangelistic preaching had on 
two Quakers of his acquaintance who went 
to hear him. ‘The great preacher touched 
their hearts, and, through their hearts, their 
pockets. And one who had brought nothing 
whispered to his friend a request to lend him 
something to put in the plate. To this the 
other Quaker replied, ‘ Friend, at any other 
time I would lend it gladiy, but not now, 
for thou seemest not to be in thy rignt 
mind.’ (Langhter.) May I suggest to the 
Ambassador that any request from America 
for loans to build armament should receive 
that answer? (Laughter and applause.) 

“I think Washington Irving has preserved 
for us English, if not the most delightful. 
one of the most delightful, books on the vid 
English Christmas. I am always grateful to 
him for that. It was Melville who, first 
among writers, opened to us, in the words of 
genius, the treasures of the Pacific: 
Hawthorne, who first brought us in close 
touch with the early days of the Puritans ‘n 
New England; Poe who first taught us to 
write detective stories—all honour to him, 
[ live on them now. (Laughter.) 

“I think the influence of great literature 
on hogh sides of the Atlantic, if we read 
wisely, may be a far better means of inter- 
preting one to the other than can be accom- 
plished by either politicans or the Press. 
“One serious word in conclusion. In al 
our thanksgiving—and we have, both English 
and American, through our history, very 
much to be thankful for—I think to-night, 
amidst all our thanksgiving, there is no 
better thought which we could take away 
with us than those words, known as well on 
your side of the ocean as on ours: 

“Lord God of Hosts, be with us yet, 

Lest we forget, lest we forget.’ ”’

at various times Mr. Harve 
Wingfield £6,000 in Bearer 
in the South of France. 
‘‘No matter how disreputable the plaintifi 
and the defendant may appear in the case 
the Court will have to face the issue brought 
about by the action,” said Serjeant Sullivan, 
K.C., opening the  plaintifi’s case. 
He said that Mrs. Wingfield was 
married in 1911 when she must have 
an extremely handsome girl, bat 
her husband left her. She met Mr. Harvey 
in 1922. ““Mr. Harvey, who was a married 
man, separated from his wife, apparently be- 
came utterly infatywated with her,” said 
Serjeant Sullivan. ‘‘ He became half-crazy 
about her, but this romance was interrupted 
for some months when the police raided an 
establishment and she was sent to jail.”

In September, 1923, he 
made a will to secure for her £650 a year, 
and he gave her £6,000 worth of Bearer 
Bonds. He took her to the Pyrenees, and 
bought her a villa in the South of France, 
where they lived. 
RETURN TO ENGLAND. 

In October of that year, however, he re- 
turned to his wife in England in consequence 
of a communication from his wife. Then he- 
gan a correspondence, in which he said he did 
not know how he was going to get on with his 
wife, or whether he had been brought back 
on a pretence of forgiveness. In one 
letter he said :—‘‘I have now been a week or 
so at Whitley, and have been very well 
treated, I don’t know whether it will last or 
whether I can stick that gloomy little home 
for very long. More than once I have been 
half inclmed to make a bolt and return to 
ou 4”, 

Afterwards Mrs. Wingfield returned to 
London, and they met occasionally, though 
Mr. Harvey seemed to have realised that it 
was impossibie to resume their former foot- 


ing. 

In August, 1926, he discussed what pro- 
vision he should make for her future, and 
he proposed that, instead of the £650 a year 
left in the will, he should give her a bond 
for £600 a year during her life, payable in 
quarterly instalments of £150. A document 
was made out to this effect, in which Mr. 
Harvey was described as “oí the Junior 
Constitutional Club, Piccadilly.”” Four in- 
stalments had been paid under the bond, and 
Mrs. Wingfield was now suing for the inetal- 
ment due in September, 1927. 

Mr. Harvey apparently became annoyed 
because of Mrs. Wingfield’s association with 
a Dutchman, and he did not pay further 
instalments. He now denied that he had 
signed the bond. He said that by means of 
a trick he was induced to sign a blank piece 
of paper, and that the wording of the aí 
ment was afterwards typed above the 
signature. 

THE PLAINTIFF'S EVIDENCE. 

Mrs. Wingfield gave evidence, and, asked 
by Mr. Roland Oliver, K.C., for the defenco, 
whether she had ever liked Mr. Harvey, said: 
“I was very fond of him before these pro- 
ceedings, and I am at the present time, but he 
is a man who changes his mind a great deal.”’ 

Mr. Justice Avory—lIt is only lunatics who 
do not change their minds. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Oliver—Mr. Harvey is not a lunatic?-- 
No; but he is very changeable. 

When Mrs. Wingfield ‘said she did not know 
what income Mr. Harvey possessed, Mr. 
Oliver said—‘‘ Surely you remember the 
figure proved at the last hearing of the case. 
The jury have got to know that this case 
has already been tried once. At the firsi 
hearing it was stated that his total income 
at the time he is supposed to have given 
you this bond was £1,420 a year. 

A few minutes later Mrs. Wingfield said to 
Mr. Oliver: “ You do not know your client 
as well as [ do. He is a man who would 
make up his mind to say ‘good-bye’ to-day 
and would want to make it up to-morrow. 
He was always wobbly.”’ 

The hearing was adjourned.

but the voting itself reflected justly 
the honours of the debate. The bill has 
emerged from the four days’ discussion almost 
unscathed by the criticism which has been 
levelled against it from the Opposition 
benches. That so broad and comprehensive 
a measure of reform should have suffered so 
ttle injury at the hands of its opponents, 
who, at any rate, did not lack the will to 
damage it, is in itself a very remarkable 
achievement. ; 

Hardly less remarkable is the enthusiastic 
and well-informed support which it received 
—in spite of the somewhat forbidding nature 
of the subject—from the Conservative back 
benches. The suspicions, not to say the mis- 
givings, which arose at first in the minds of 
many of the Government’s own’ supporters 
from the inevitably complicated character of 
its provisions are vanishing with a rapidity 
which has certainly been enhanced by the 
futility of its opponents. De-rating is 
neither a subsidy nor a dole: it is merely 
the abolition of a medieval form of taxa‘ien. 
whollv unsuited to modern industrv. because 
the burden which- it imposes enters directly 
into the costs of production. '

CLEMENCEAU AND 
THE SCHOOLGIRL. 
A PRESENTATION FROM 
LIEGE, 
From Revter’s CorRESPONDENT.

M. Clemeneeau, the aged ex-Premier of 
France, to-day received a deputation from 
the City of Liege, which presented to him 
a beautifully illuminated book containing 
the signatures of the authorities and 
schoolchildren of the city. The signatures 
were collected by the newspaper Meuse, of 
Liége, to commemorate the tenth anni- 
versary of the Armistice. The cover of 
the book in which, they are bound is 
decorated with a representation of an ever- 
flaming torch, and bears the words: 
“ Liége Remembers,’’ and ‘‘ Homage to 
Georges Clemenceau.’”’ 

The deputatién which made the 
presentation included the chief editor of 
the newspaper, the inspector of schools, 
a schoolboy and a schoolgirl, and a 
Belgian ex-soldier. 

M. Clemenceau appeared between two 
velvet curtains, a figure clad in grey, and 
wearing felt slippers, and with a wonder- 
fully young face: “I am unable to ask 
you to sit down; you are too many.”’ was 
his characteristic greeting to the deputa- 
tion. He kissed the little schoolgirl. and 
warmly thanked the deputation for the 
book, saying that he was not used to 
receiving such beautiful presents. He 
then spoke of Belgium, which he called 
the “ Boulevard of Europe,’’ and recalled, 
in moving terms, her example during the 
war, describing it as “a sovereign 
spectacle of moral grandeur.”’

There was no expansion in the volume 
of business passing in the London Stock 
Markets yesterday, and, apart from a few 
individaal . features, idle conditions ruled. 
Following the sensational rise on Wednesday 
in Canadian Marconis, when the quotation 
touched £6 at one time, an equally sensa- 
tional reaction occurred yesterday, the early 
dealings being put through round about 4. 
Subsequently there was a slight rally, but 
throughout the day prices fiuctuated rather 
sharply. The reported resignations from the 
Duophone Board failed to exercise any 
permanent adverse influence on the shares. 
Indeed, after opening at a further slight 
decline, the quotation rallied smartly. A 
certain amount of profit-taking was in 
progress in the Gilt-edged section, but after 
initial weakness, a firmer tendency de- 
veloped, and the few alterations recorded at 
the close were favourable to holders. Foreign 
Government Stocks experienced an extremely 
lean session. Easier conditions still ruled 
in Home Rails, and a number of the leaders 
were marked still further down. Colonial 
and Foreign Rails, on the other hand, 
attracted more attention, and some appre- 
ciable forward movements were scored. 

Among Industrials, Gramophones made a 
mixed showing, but a firmer tendency was 
evident at the close, and a number of im- 
proveemnts were scored, Columbias being a 
good spot, while Duophones and H.M.V. 
rallied after early weakness. Among Wire- 
less descriptions, Marconi Canada, as men- 
tioned above, relapsed sharply, but Marine 
and.Radio Corps. were firm spots. Iron 
and Steels moved lower in a number of 
instances, and among Miscellaneous Indus- 
trials, Waste Foods, Gaumont British, and 
J. Sears were easier markets. Ner Sags, 
Foster Clark, and Hydros, however, were 
firmer inclined. Oils, as a whole, were idle 
and easier, and Rubbers, after a firm open- 
ing, veacted and finished lower where 
altered. Among Mines, Roan Antelopes 
continued a strong feature, reaching 1% 
under the influence of strong American buy- 
ing.- Bwana M’kubwa were also firm, but 
elsewhere an easier tendency was evident.

POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY. 


SEASONABLE HINTS. 
Writing on this sv ject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Poultry 

Correspondent saysi— 

Al kinds of poultry sell well at Christmas, 
but they must be in good condition. 
Good prices were realised last year, and 
the Irish turkey was well to the front, 
even in the English markets. This is 
encouraging, and, as the weather during 
the rearing season this year was fairly 
suitable, there should be a good number 
of marketable birds. Those who have 
large stocks to send to distant markets 
should do so early. Most producers hold 
back until the actual Christmas market, 
which really commences about the middle 
of December; but the producer who 
sends off his birds in small lots as they 
are ready, beginning early, will have the 
best chance to average a good price. The 
fimshing process should be started at 
once, and the quality of the birds will 
depend much on the next few weeks.
